There le n point in the pwanl evetution of mnn where his further progres requires a 
vlenr understanding of his reonnl responsibility aml hin morn! accountability. The solution 
of the problem, what is Personal Responsibility amt Moral Accountability, therefor becomes 
necessary ax wel ns interesting. 

To understand wal Accountability requires that morality be elearly defined. Thruout 
Nature, ns far un we one nble te observ, we nate the results of two processes dlametriently 
opposite in their effects npon the individuil-a Constenetiv: Proves builds np nnd perpetuntes 
the Individual, the Destructhy Proces disintegrates and dextroys 1 rant all Nature we Mil 
the expression of the Supreme Hein in a madtitmle of tndividnatixed forms. Under the eonthnued 
neton of the Constroetiy Proces nn tidividul grows, develops: nml persists ns an badividund, 
ner the continued nction of the Destruetiv Prores an individual degenerates, disintegrates 
aml is finally destroyed ns an Individoni ‘The wrowth ami development of man fiscally, mentally, 
morally and syehically depends upon him being in harmony with the Construetiv Proces or 
Principle of Future.“ 

To jmt it another way: There In n Construetiy Peinelple in Nature, There is an 
eĚinblisht harmonius relation between mam, ns nn badividunkh nmi this Consteuctiv Principle 
There is also n discordant relation whieh puis bim in abigement with the Destroethy Proces, 
The following definitions can now be formulated : 

Morality is the estublisht harmonius relation whieh Man, as an individual Intelligence, 
sustains to the Constructiv Principle of morality. 

Morals ar the estublisht rules of individual comluet by the conscious and intelligent 
cheervation of which man maintains bin morality. 

Tt is also on extablicht fact of Nature that man's fallore to maintain n harmonius 
relation with the Consfruetiv: Principle Invokes the Desteuctiv Principle with the result that 
5 of himself as an individual continues until the relation, detined above ns Morality, 
s restored, 

Therefor, Moral \ecountability te man's tinbility to individual development or degeneration 
depending upon whether morality ds or be not malntaine by tine, 

Why shud Anis be se? How enn Moral Accouwntobility agree with Universal Justice? The 
angwer is beemise man is personally responsible for all bis nets. Therefor he is personally 
responsible for maintaining his morality, "Phe fret that man must be nnd is personally responsible 
Ix rendily seen when we exmnline the famliunental nnd essential elements of human enractor at 
the basis of iwmlividuni responsibility,

"he acts of animals ar determined by thelr emotions, passions, sleni appetites nnd instineis, 
Man's Independent Cholee In conjunetion with his Reson gives him the power to curb his appetites, 
ventral bis emotions and passions mwl to choose Indepondentiy amii rationally the course of 
action he wil pursue, 

Independent Wil or Volition is the power of independent metion TE is found in man alone 
uml enables him to act mul fe eonteal bis nets wnintnenst by nytbims outside himself, He may 
w nlways doe this, hut the power is there mml be enn nrt ax he bone determines, 

We therefor see thet man ix able te net sxelfeconselousty, rathonatiy and independently : 
that-is, his actions cean be performed. nalngiy, and intentionally, anticipating the resulis and 
unintluenst by others, But these ar the primary, Condamental and essential elements of caracter 
upon which individual responsibility rests, Therefor, man is personally responsible for all his netr 
aud far the maintenance of hile morality, These four elements of caracter, Self Cousciousness, 
Nexon, Independent Choice, amd Independent WIL or Volition, ar necessary elements for mnn's 
further evolution, He could go no further without them, They ur essential to the development 
of mastership, because that is the result of Independent developmnt, But, while the possession of 
these frenitios, capacities qt powers emiblos man to veneh undrenmed of heights In his evolutionary 
enreer, They miso corey with them the tremendus responsibilty of man being responsible for his nein, 

From- the above we see that man ie mor aeeountable for ofl his nets beenuse he la 
personally responsible for thom, une he is personally responsible beenusxe he is n free moral ngent. 
Therefore we ar new in n position to formulate a definition of Personal Responsibility ns follows :
